SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The compact disc sound recording (CD) Regurgitator is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The availability of the CD is likely to be injurious to persons under the age of 16 years. 
This is because of the serious nature of some of the subject matters, including the 
sexual references, and the offensive language. Given the level of comprehension 
required to understand some subject matters, it is considered appropriate to restrict the 
availability of the CD to older teenagers and adults. 

The CD contains fourteen songs with a variety of contemporary music styles and lyric 
subject matters. Four of the songs contain offensive language and/or sexual 
references. Although most of the sexual references are serious they are partially 
mitigated by the fact that overall the lyrics have a tone of disapproval with regard to the 
subject matter. One lyric is also difficult to understand with the vocal being audibly 
unclear. Humour is a partially mitigating factor to the sexual references in another 
song. The lyrics to these songs are mostly presented in a didactic and positive 
manner. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been balanced against the 
criteria as discussed in s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. Section 14 of the NZBR Act applies to this CD. The classification given to the 
CD is a restriction on the right to freedom of expression that is both reasonable and 
justified as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
